WOMEN A8 ENUMERATORS.

Lillie Devereux Blake Says They |

Are Eligibla,

Women will he smployed both as
enumerators and as clerks in the com-
pllation of the censun of 1800, and the
bureau expecta that numbera of them
will apply for these positions Yot
there I8 danger that they mny nol
have the opportunity of oblaining the
work for want of the knowledge that
they may hold such places, as 1 notice
that all of the papers in arvilcles on
the cen=ug speak of the employes as
men, not one within my observation
making any statement that  women
may find useful and remunerative
cupation in this moest sultable service,

Waomen were first employed in this
Inbor in 1880, At that time the hend
of the census department was the Inte
General Francis A, Walker, and It was
my rrivilege to call his attention ta
the propriety of permitting women 1o
enter this new fald of usefulness
was a lttle surprised a' first, but ad-
mitted that the sugmostion was of
vialue, and promised to give It his hest
conslderntion.

Avting under this assurance, all the
rules and regulations for the taking of
the consus of 1880 wore go drawn that
there was no digerimination on account
of g0X., AS 0 congéquence, mAny wos
men were employed throughout the
country as enumerators, and In every
caso did good work, one woman in a
western district making a record in the
of nameg she obtalned In a
thinly settled section

In 1880 women agaln found occupmn-
nx clerks and ns censug takers,
though then, as now, the fact that wo-

tinn

men were ¢ligible to these posjtiona was

not s widely known as It should have
been,

There are many reasons why this em-
ployment for women le moat siltable
In the flyst place; as the work only lasts
for a few weeks or months and then
cefses absolutely, It has alwayvs heen
found diMeult to find the best men for
i labor which offers no permanency of
support, while there are miany women
so gitunted that they are glad to have

the opportunity to earn & good sum of
money In some occupatlon which will
not take the whole of thelr time, The
service {8 nol severe, ecapecially In the
large clties, where the dwellings are
crowded together and a person can
work all day in collecting the names of
the inhabitants of a 1w blocke. An-
other point which deserves considera-
tlon Is that the census enumerator as
A ruly sepn only women in the homen
which must be visited, as the calls are
made during the hours when men are
Awny on business,

The number of persons who will he
employed in securing the facts for the
consus of 1900 reaches up Into the tens
of thousands, It is to be hoped that
many women will ind remuneration for
thelr labor in this most sultable ocen-
